"When the conservatives of Great Bri- 


tain smashed the coalition and turned 
Lloyd George out it was generally accept- 
ed by the public that the Fighting Welsh- 
man was about through politically. 
Keen 


observers of British politics, however, did 
not take so long or so strong a view. A 
prime minister who had carried Great Bri- 
tain successfully through the "World /ar. 
through the vicissitudes of Irish rebellion, 
the Paris peace conference and recon- 
struction, who had in fact outlived the 
head of any bther government through 
these crucial periods, embodied certain 
qualities of leadership that could not 
easily or lightly be dispensed with. The 
end of Lloyd George came rather sudden- 
ly, although his downfall had been pre- 
dicted on many previous occasions and 
to a certain extent discounted.

Britain has a&vanced conspicuously in the 
solution of her problems, both domestic 
and foreign, since Mr. Baldwin became 
prime minister: 
Her unemployment con- 


tinues to an alarming degree. Her com- 
mercial rejuvenation still lies in the fu- 
ture. She has not been able to break the 
impasse between France and Germany. 
Her part, in the Lausanne , conference 
was not a diplomatic triumph. 
Shu was 


definite- but not persuasive in the disap- 
pointing outcome of the 
Greco-Italian 


trouble. So far as France is concerned, 
sheseemstobegoingit alone about as well 
as she did under the alliance. All indica- 
tions point to early abandonment by Ger- 
many of passive resistance and a satisfac- 
tory solution of the Ruhr issue. Mr. Bald- 


' win's ''ultimatum" to Poincare was bold 


but it was unproductive of results. The 
exchange of notes has not added any- 
thing to British prestige nor has it set- 
tled the reparations controversy. 


It is not surprising, therefore, that 


public opinion in England is in a-fresh 


' state of agitation and perturbation. 
Dis- 


satisfaction with the existing government , 
is becoming daily more pronounced. 
There is a tendency to contrast its per- 
formances with the achievements of the 
Lloyd George administration. In fact, an 
eetive movement is under way to bring 
about the return of Lloyd George to pow- 
er. The press of the country is very gen- 
erally occupied with pointing out the wis- 
dom of another Lloyd George ministry. 
In London some of the leading conserv- 
ative papers are speaking favorably of 
the es-preinier. There does not seem to 
be a conspicuous leader in either party to 


' 
turn to other than h<\ 
The possibilities 


of another coalition ministry seem to ap- 
peal to the distracted sensibilities of tho 
Englishman who wants to see greater ac- 
celeration of prosperity and who wants 
action instead of words in meeting Euro- 
pean crises. Mr. Lloyd George is accord- 
ingly again in the public eye. and the pos- 
sibility* of his return to power affords in- 
tensely interesting speculation not only to 
Europe but to America as well. 


The hatred between small nations, thc-vx- 
jiggcrated spirit of national vanity, and 
patriotism is kindling into a flame that 
seems to await some accidental touch that 
will set on fire a'continent. 
Can nothing 


be done to curb race hatred and national 
greed and vanity? Edward Bok lias of- 
fered a prize of 9100.000 for the best 
program to end war. 


Strange to say the solution of the world 


problem is already • discovered. 
It can 


be read in an old book that nearly every 
home possesses. 
One need not b'e called 


a partisan when he declares that the 
teachings of Jesus Christ are the infallible 
remedy for all the ills that beset us. 
If 


any one asks "Is Christianity a Failure'' 
because it did not' prevent the "World 
"War. and is not now removingvstrife and 
discord, let us reply that Christianity has 
never been tried! 


"We have been living in a world that has 


subscribed to the law of the jungle. "Let 
him get who can and let him keep who is 
strongest.'5 
Might has been right, and 


the right of conquest regardless of prin- 
ciples of justice or humanity has been 
the*, accepted rule of kings and cabinets. 
Nations have been required to erect walls 
of defense, armies and navies, because 
they never knew w,hen the cupidity or 
greed of a neighbor nation might break 
out in sudden or secret attack. 
Suspi- 


cion has been the universal word of na- 
tions and of men. Against these con- 
cealed and powerful commercial motives, 
ihe forces of religion have struggled in 
vain. 
Nationalistic 
fervor has 
been 


stronger than Christian brotherhood, or 
kindness, or unselfishness. Christ has 
been overwhelmed by Caesar and Mam- 


mon. 
I 


There can be no cure for war or indus- 


trial strife except that which makes the 
law of good will and unselfishness the su- 
preme law of nations. Hate has always 
incited hate and strife. 
Greed for selfish 


pre-eminence has always ended upon the 
battlefield. 
"When we have the sense to 


see that nations can only live together in 
harmony by seeking each other's good, the 
real concert ^>f nations will begin, and the 
dove of peace will play the major chorus. 
Every nation's welfare is of vital con- 
cern to even.* other nation. No one nation 
can long prosper at the expense of an- 
other. 
There is no prosperity, but uni- 


versal prosperity. 
Behind the prosperi- 


ty of America lies the spirit of good will, 
cooperation, and the desire to help every- 
one of our fellowmen to have all the good 
things that we enjoy.

THE ALCOHOL DEATH RATE 


The fellow who used to boast. In sober Intervals 


that ho could "take It or let It alone." or that n 
could take a few drinks and then stop before he 
became irresponsible, is loudly proclaiming the de- 
sirability of "light beer and wine" nowadays. He 
Is busily spreading propaganda to the effect that 
alcoholism is more widespread now than It was In 
the old wet days. 


Take New York city, for example. In New 


city, if anywhere, intoxicants ore still freely and 
readily procurable and the death rate from alcohol 
poisoning should bo a pretty good criterion of,the 
amount of drinking there now as compared with the 
period immediately preceding prohibition. 
Two 


sources of information are open to the Inquirer, 
both of which are unprejudiced. First, the health 
department statistics; second, the statistics of insur- 
ance companies. 


The health department statistics show that since 


prohibition went into effect the decline in the alcohol 
death rate In New York city had been extraordinary. 
Thus, in the year 1916. under the old license sys- 
tem, before the men were called to the colors, there 
we're 690 deaths from alcohol. In 1920, under prohi- 
bition, with the men back home, there were 127 
deaths from alcohol. 
In' 1921 there were only 141 


deaths. 


Life insurance statistics show that the death rate 


among policy holders frgm alcohol was 4.9 per 100.- 
000 in 1917, and only 0.9 per 100,000 poHcyholders 
in 1921. The death rate among policy holders from 
such diseases as apoplexy, chronic Bright's disease 
and heart disease—all of which arc notoriously prev- 
alent in alcoholics—showed a corresponding dechine 
and in 1921 was less thari in any wet year. 


Evidently the general run of folks, even in New 


York where liquor'is supposed to flow freely despite 
prohibition, have enough sense to let a deadly poison 
severely alone. Booze is gone, and gone for good.

Carbon monoxid poisoning makes 
lazy parasites out of thousands of young men. Foul 
air, 
popular almost everywhere that 
drafts are 


feared and the folks believe in the cathing cold 
myth, is a prolific factor of lack of ambition: neglect 
of daily exercise, by those whose occupation is very 
sedentary. Is another. In fact, probably but a small 
share of all laziness Is mental.
